Under the proposed bill, new tow- 
ers, antennas and supports would be 
considered “major facilities,” and 
still require a special permit from 
the local government. However, a 10- 
foot or smaller addition to an exist- 
ing structure would be termed a 
“minor facility” and only require a 
regular building permit. 

The MMA board lauds the bill 
because it believes it eliminates the 
State’s ability to overturn local siting 
decisions and will reduce the num- 
ber of new towers. “The streamlined 
permitting process for minor facili- 
ties is expected to encourage carriers 
to design their network buildouts to

Board rolls out yet 
another parking study 


By Neil Fater 

An article aimed at solving Andover’s frequently dis- 
Cussed downtown parking problem has found a space 
on the Town Meeting warrant again. 

The article seeks $30,000 to study downtown parking 
needs and the possible construction of a public parking 
garage. 

Although they haven’t decided to support the article, 
some selectmen say they may, if it seems the study will 
determine conclusively whether a garage is a realistic 
solution to the parking crunch. 

“Once and for all we need to know. We can’t talk 
about building a deck for another 20 years. We need to 
know its feasible to build a deck or it isn’t,” Says Select- 
man Lori Becker. “If it isn’t then we can stop talking 
about it. We’ve been talking about it for 20 years.” 

“It’s an issue that doesn’t g0 away. It’s an issue that 
needs to be addressed and decided one way or the 
other,” says Brian Major. “One side of me Says, ‘Let’s go 
forward and at least do the planning and see what the 
alternatives are.’ And the other side says, ‘What will we 
get out of this? Is it worth it financially?” 

Two years ago, residents at Town Meeting decided it 
Was not even worth studying the issue. 

In 1998, there were three articles addressing the 
downtown parking issue on the warrant. Two were 
withdrawn on the floor of Town Meeting, and a third 
was amended. It asked residents for $40,000 to study the 
parking issue and sites for a downtown parking garage. 

This article was defeated with a hand vote. 

“It seems as though we've had studies before and 
here we are again,” concedes Becker. 

But she says past studies may have focused too close-

Selectmen begin Town 
Meeting discussions 


By Neil Fater 

Selectmen are set to roll up 
their sleeves and begin deciding 
what to support at the 2000 Town 
Meeting. 

At their next meeting, Mon- 
day, Feb. 28, selectmen plan to 
discuss more than two dozen arti- 
cles, including those dealing with 
opposing the proposed Dracut 
natural gas power plant, design- 
ing playing fields by the West 
Andover fire station, creating a 
Ballardvale-community master 
plan, and studying the need for a 
parking garage. 

Selectmen have inserted into 
the warrant nearly all of the town 
articles submitted. They have 
voted not to insert an article con- 
cerning brownfields (proposed 
tax incentives to encourage the 
development of somewhat pollut- 
ed properties), because a private 
citizen article asks for the same 
things. 

Selectmen also voted to delay a 
decision on a_ town. article 
requesting $150,000 to oppose the 
Dracut power plant, because they 
first want to talk with the citizens 
who submitted a similar, private 
article seeking $145,000. 

At their Feb. 28 meeting, 
selectmen also plan to discuss 
articles that will ask Town Meet- 
ing if it wants to: 

* accept state provisions for a 
tax voucher program and 
increase the town’s senior citizen 
tax voucher program from 
$50,000 to $75,000; 

- establish a bylaw concerning 
poker machines and other gam- 
ing devices; 

* provide a 3-percent cost-of-liv- 


ing adjustment (COLA) — for 
retired town workers; 

* continue providing trans- 
portation for the elderly and dis- 
abled; 

* add another $300,000 for fund- 
ing town employees’ accrued 
vacation and sick-leave liabilities 
that are payable upon retirement, 
and also indemnify Andover Con- 
tributory Retirement Board 
members; 

* extend the lease for the post 
office at Old Town Hall on Main 
Street; 

* Spend $9,000 for July 4 fire- 
works; 

* approve an article that 
groups all revolving accounts 
into one, including a new account 
for the safety departments; 

* make a conservation acquisi- 
tion on Brundrett Avenue: and 

* accept a sewer easement on 
Countryside Way. 

Selectmen also plan to address 
articles concerning grant pro- 
gram authorization, road con- 
tracts, unexpended appropria- 
tions, road or sidewalk ease- 
ments, the town report, property 
tax exemptions, contracts in 
excess of three years, accepting 
and granting easements, a tax 
fund for the elderly and disabled 
and rescinding bond authoriza- 
tions. 

At their last meeting, select- 
men delayed the decision to 
insert the 3-percent cost-of-living 
increase for town retirees 
because the word “annually” 
appeared in the article. Select- 
men asked town counsel to make 
sure this would not obligate them 
to a perpetual yearly increase.

Balancing act | 


on cell towers 


They are classic, early-21st-century scenes. 

A group of high-school kids are hanging out 
in a big room at a party or gathering. Suddenly, 
from somewhere in the room, a phone rings. 
And as if on cue, half of the kids yank cell 
phones out of their pockets, none of them quite 
sure if it was theirs that rang. 

Or perhaps it is on the sidelines of a youth 
soccer game. There’s lots of conversation going 
on, but not much of it is among the people who 
are there. It's between spectators and the peo- 
ple back at the office they're talking with on 
their cell phone. 

Or perhaps it is when you're strolling down 
Main Street and take a look inside the windows 
of the two caffeine emporiums where, frequent: 
ly, somebody is seen relaxing with a skim latté 
while chatting up a client on the cell phone. 

The point is obvious — cell phones are 
everywhere. Doing more tricks every year, 
from e-mail to Web browsing. Multiplying like 
kudzu. Thousands of them, owned and used by 
people right here in Andover. 

And why not? They’re convenient. Having 
one in the car brings a measure of security — 
you can dial 911 without having to track down 
a phone booth. You’re always connected to 
your family, friends, office, to the Web, to the 
world. 

But there’s an inconvenient thing about cell 
phones — towers. Nobody wants a cell tower 
anywhere nearby. Perhaps somewhere far 
away, but not in this neighborhood. 

That’s understandable too. Who wants their 
property values to take a dive because of visu- 
al pollution? Who can offer guarantees that the 
emissions from these things are safe? 


What to do? Simply trying to zone the tow- 


ers out of every neighborhood in town, as a 
proposed local bylaw change would likely do, 
may make local residents feel good in the short 
run, but may cause more grief in the long run, 
through litigation alone. 

In a way, it’s like saying we all want auto- 
mobiles, but we don’t want any roads bringing 
pollution or traffic to our neighborhoods. 

Cell phones are a well-established part of 
the communications system. So the town 
needs to figure out a way to coexist with the 
equipment that makes that communication 
possible. 

And a law backed by the Massachusetts 
Municipal Association that would encourage 
putting those towers on existing structures is a 
good compromise. 

Yes, it eliminates a level of local control by 
requiring only a building permit, rather than 
a special zoning permit, in those situations. 
But it also adds a level of control over new, 
free-standing towers, that will discourage the 
spread of those. 

Perhaps there is a better way to balance the 
competing needs of communities and the cel- 
lular industry. But this one is the best on the 
table right now.

Too clever by half? 


Editor, Townsman: 

I write in response to Taylor Armerd- 
ing’s recent column (“Marty Meehan, 
by the numbers,” Townsman, Feb. 17) 


faulting me for stating within one set of 


public remarks both that the economy 
has grown for 107 consecutive months 
and that economic times were bad when 
I took office in 1993. 

Mr. Armerding considers my 
remarks in this regard to have been con- 
tradictory. In fact, the words I spoke 
were accurate and on point. Part of the 
problem may stem from the fact that 
Mr. Armerding does not accurately 
describe my remarks in his column. To 
set the record straight, I never said that 
the economy was stagnant when I took 
office in 1993. That would not be techni- 
cally correct, for, as Mr. Armerding 
notes, the economy was growing at that 
time (albeit sluggishly). 

I did say that employment and wages 
were stagnant. More generally, Mr. 
Armerding apparently finds it difficult to 
fathom that a growing economy need not 
be a strong or even healthy economy. 
But even someone of my meager math 
skills can see by the numbers that this is 
true. Yes, the economy was growing in 
1991 and 1992. The problem was, so was 
the unemployment rate. In fact, during 
the first 15 months of the current eco- 
nomic expansion, the unemployment 
rate actually increased from 6.8 percent 
in March of 1991 to 7.8 percent in June of 
1992. 

When I took office in January of 1993, 
the unemployment rate was 7.3 percent, 
hardly a hallmark of a healthy economy. 
Compare that to the current unemploy- 
ment rate of just 4 percent. Or simply ask 
the readers of the Townsman whether 
they are better off than they were seven 
years ago, and, if so, to what extent. 

The Armerding theory of economic 
growth presents some interesting possi-

bilities. If the theory holds true, then the 
1930s weren’t such hard times after all. 

Indeed, the economy began growing 
again in 1933, after a 30.5 percent con- 
traction from 1929 to 1932. That would, I 
guess, be sufficient for Mr. Armerding 
to give the economy of the 1930s a cer- 
tificate of clean health regardless of 
unemployment levels of 24.9 percent in 
1933, 21.7 percent in 1934, 20.1 percent in 
1935, 16.9 percent in 1936, 14.3 percent in 
1937, 19.0 percent in 1938, and 17.2 per- 
cent in 1939. 

May I respectfully suggest that rather 
than focusing on my math skills, Mr. 
Armerding should, perhaps, brush up 
on his own economics skills. And come 
to think of it, maybe his math skills too. 
so as to avoid in the future being too 
clever by a half.

Shawsheen Principal begins a new cha

U.S. Rep Marty Meehan’s 
infant son Robert may have 
the best library a child could 
ask for. But it wasn’t Robert’s 
paternal political connections 
that helped. It’s his maternal 
grandmother’s specialty. 

That would be Terry Mur- 
phy, principal of the Shaw- 
sheen Integrated Primary 
School, “who announced last 
week she plans to retire in 
June. 

Murphy has already begun 
to read to her grandson, and 
with the help of grandmoth- 
ers/teachers at the Shawsheen 
school, has already compiled a 
bit of a library. 

While her attention is still 
on the Shawsheen, she plans 
to spend lots of time with her 
grandson when she retires. 

She has officially been prin- 
cipal for five years, and served 
as one of its early visionaries 
when the school opened nine 
years ago. 

“It was almost like starting 
a charter school,” she says of

Murphy worked with teach- 
ers to develop the AIRS pro- 
gram, which was nationally 
recognized and is still promot- 
ed by award-winning school 
districts across the country. 

Her expertise in reading 
and her vision for the Shaw- 
sheen School have led the 
school to produce some of the 
best-testing students in MCAS 
tests, Murphy says. 

In last year’s MCAS tests, 
eight students in Andover 
earned a perfect score in writ- 
ing, and six of them graduated 
from Shawsheen in second 
grade. 

Shawsheen graduates also 
make up 91 percent of the stu- 
dents who scored in the 
advanced and proficient levels 
of fourth-grade science tests 
last year, Murphy says.

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A call for 


Nickel Hill ... 
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affordable 


senior housing

A recent discussion 
among housing authorities 
in the region called for bring- 
ing more assistance to elder- 
ly residents in public hous- | 
ing. 

Andover’s Housing 
Authority director Christine 
Metzemaekers agrees with 
the call for more medical and 
other assistance to elders 
who cannot afford or do not 
need to move to an assisted 
living facility. 

But she says Andover 
should be more concerned about providing afford- 
able housing first. 

“Choices are very limited for seniors,” she 
says. 

Many seniors who have lived in Andover for 
many years and who cannot afford to keep their 
homes, can’t afford to rent in Andover, but are 
often not eligible for federal or state subsidized 
apartments in town, Metzemaekers says. 

Even if an elderly couple were to qualify for a 
subsidized apartment in town, Andover has no 
two-bedroom units designated for elderly hous- 
ing, she says. 

“A couple who lived in a six- or seven-room 
house for 40 years is not ready for a kitchen/liv- 
ing room combo, but there are no two-bedroom 
apartments they can rent affordablly. That’s kind 
of awful. Why should they end up leaving the 
community they lived in for 40 years? If they are 
over the (income) limit for us (the Housing 
Authority), where do they go?” she asks. 

While some apartments in Brookside Estates 
and Riverview Commons are subsidized, the 
apartments in those buildings at market rate are 
not affordable, she says. 

Chris Haynes, a member of the Andover Hous. 
ing Partnership Committee. says the group is now 
seeking new members, and will soon be develop- 
ing a plan to create affordable housing in town. 

Haynes says the town needs affordably priced 
housing, not necessarily subsidized housing, to 
keep the population in town diverse. 

“It’s not just for senior citizens, but the nice 
thing is they (senior citizens) come in all sizes, 
shapes, colors, economic backgrounds and forms 
of experience,” he says. 

He adds that the Housing Partnership is seek- 
ing members, including a senior citizen. 

The committee recently elected John D. 
O'Brien as chair and Laurene A. Comeau as vice- 
chair, and designated Selectman Mary French as 
liaison to the Board of Selectmen. 

The committee is charged by selectmen with 
coming up with an affordable housing develop- 
ment plan by a special town meeting expected in 
the fall. 

They also plan to review a plan to create afford- 
able housing involving Franciscan Center proper- 
ty on River Road. Details of the plan are being 
reviewed, Haynes says.

In a five-page letter to the EOEA, select- 
men responded to the Nickel Hill environ- 
mental impact report. 

The letter was produced with the help 
of Andover’s Director of Public Health 
Everett Penney, a Dracut resident, along 
with legal and environmental consultants 
working with the town. 

“I think we've made a significant case 
that there are deficiencies in the FEIR,” 
Penney says. 

He hopes that even if EORA rules that 
the Nickel Hill plan meets MEPA regula- 
tions that it will put restrictions on the 
plant, especially on the use of ammonia 
and noise pollution. 

Despite the requirement of local, state 
and federal reviews for the project, no pub- 
lic health impact or analysis is required, 
making “our worst fears manifest,” select- 
men say. 

“The proponents have limited their 
analysis to what they determine is signifi- 
cant,” the letter says. 

Selectmen call for analysis of the cumu- 
lative impact of pollutants in the air, a 
requirement that the plant use a cooling 
technology, specifically SCONOx, _ that 
does not use ammonia, a requirement that 
the plant employ an “air-cooling” system 
over a “water-cooling” system that would 
draw water from the Merrimack River, 
and a more specific analysis of what the 
noise from the plant would be like. 

The letter calls for a study of the 
region’s public health that would develop 
a Set of data for the region. 

“Contrary to (EOEA) Secretary 
Durand’s expressed opinion that he is not 
convinced that this proponent ought to be 
held solely responsible for conducting 
their analysis, we are convinced that the 
proponent must be held responsible. If not 
the proponent, who? If not now, when?”

The letter urges the EOEFA to reject the 
impact report as “inadequate in its 
attempt to protect the public health and 
environment.” 

Jordan says Nickel Hill should have 
“held up” the FEIR to include more analy- 
sis. 

“Nickel hill has tried to cut corners 
every step of the way. It’s time they were 
held accountable. Why not give the public 
the benefit of that data? The public

because SCONOx only recently became 
commercially available. 

“It clearly wasn’t enough (analysis) 
and we knew that,” says F avinger. 

When information became available, 
Favinger says “we immediately embarked 
on analysis,” and have already held meet- 
ings with state agencies about the issue. 

Analyses of water-cooling and air-cool- 
ing technology is under way as part of a 
permit application for the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection, 
Favinger says. 

The analysis of noise impact, Favinger 
Says, is complete, and due to an agreement 
with Brox properties that surround the 
proposed plant site, the boundaries for 
noise pollution are greater than the bound- 
aries for the plant. 


What the state wants to know from Nickel Hill 


State environmental officials and local 
activists analyzing the proposal for a 750- 
megawatt gas-fired power plant proposed 
for Dracut, just across the river from 
Andover, want more information from 
developers Nickel Hill on noise pollution, 
the method of air-pollution control, and 
the method of water cooling, says Doug 
Pizzi, spokesman for the Executive Office 
of Environmental Affairs. 


SCONOX vs. SCR 

Nickel Hill has proposed the use of 
Selective Catalytic Reduction to eliminate 
pollutants. State officials and local 
activists are encouraging the use of 
SCONOx, a non-ammonia technology that 
recently became commercially available. 

Tom Favinger, of Nickel Hill, says the 
company began to consider using 
SCONOx as soon as it became available, 
but has yet to complete an analysis, 
which will be done in six to eight weeks. 

Pizzi says one costly drawback to 
SCONOx is the use of platinum, an 
expensive precious metal, but the 
absence of ammonia is better for the envi- 
ronment. 

“To be fair, SCONOx only recently 
became available, but I think at this 
point, since it’s EPA certified, we want 
them to take a look at that,” Pizzi says. 

The use of SCR with ammonia, Pizzi 
Says, means the state would have to con- 


stantly monitor the plant’s emission lev- 
els in a way that would be unnecessary 
without ammonia. 


NOISE 

To meet MEPA regulations, the pro- 
posed plant would not be allowed to cause 
noise of more than 10 decibels past the 
site property line. 

Pizzi says developers say the noise 
level is less than 10 decibels at the nearest 
residents’ property, “but the nearest resi- 
dence may be much closer in (the 
future).” 

Favinger says an agreement with 
Brox Properties, which owns the land 
surrounding the proposed site, allows 
them to extend the 10decibels boundary 
to the edge of Brox property, not the edge 
of the actual power plant site. 

The 10-decibel limit can be waived if 
the neighbor agrees, as Brox is expected 
to do, Favinger says. 

“When you leave the Brox property, 
you never get over 10 decibels,” Favinger 
says. 

He also doesn’t expect residences to be 
built on Brox property because the area 
is not residentially zoned, he says. 


WATER VERSUS AIR COOLING 

The EOEA is requiring more informa- 
tion on Nickel Hill’s method for cooling 
the steam created by the plant. 


Environmental officials ask that Nick- 
el Hill further investigate cooling with 
effluent water, or water coming out of the 
waste water treatment plant rather than 
water directly from the river. 

Favinger says the plant has explored 
this, and while there is an advantage to 
not building a structure on the river or to 
avoiding the usage of four million gallons 
a day of river water, the drawbacks to 
using effluent water are greater. Those 
disadvantages are: 

* The water coming from the treat- 
ment plant is not as clean as water from 
the river, and the plant would need more 
of it. 

* While the plant could treat the water 
coming from the treatment plant to use 
in cooling, the same amount of water 
only goes a third as far in the cooling 
cycle as the cleaner river water. 

* Air cooling would require an addi- 
tional building up to an acre in size to 
hold large fans that would add to noise 
pollution. The building would also have 
an impact on wetlands, and air cooling 
costs more to run. 

While some environmental officials 
have told Nickel Hill that other Massa- 
chusetts plants are successfully using air 
cooling, Favinger says that doesn’t mean 
it’s the best method for Nickel Hill. 

“This isn’t one size fits all permit- 
ting,” he says.

towers to protect neighbors living in adjacent 
communities. 

In 1998, residents of Andover’s Shepley 
Street neighborhood say they returned home 
one day to find a huge tower looming over 
their backyards. 

Nextel Communications had built a 100-foot 
cellular-phone tower in Lawrence, just over 
the line from their homes, without informing 
them, they say. 

The neighbors were outraged that this 
could happen, simply because they lived in a 
different town from the tower. 

To prevent a similar problem from happen- 
ing if a tower is built in Andover, the town is 
presenting an article at Town Meeting that 
would require all towers, antennas or other 
wireless communications facilities to be locat- 
ed at least three times their vertical height 
from the nearest residential lot line “even if 
that lot line is in another municipality.” 

The Planning Board voted to recommend 
this article at its meeting Tuesday night. 

“The town is supporting it, and doesn’t 
want another Shepley Street to happen. That’s 
great,” says Patty Scarborough, a former Shep- 
ley Street resident who has been fighting the 
tower that be for two years now. 

But her husband, Kris, who believes there 
are health risks associated with the towers, 
says Andover could do even more. Some New 
England communities have created setbacks 
of 1,000 feet, he says. 

“Sometimes you can be 300 feet away and be 
worse off than someone closer to the tower, if 
you are directly in line with the emissions 
from the tower,” says Kris Scarborough.

“Tm concerned about the 
number of positions the 
town manager is requesting. 
I think most are unwarrant- 
ed and, if I understand what 
our priorities have. been, I 
don’t think they address the 
priorities of the Board of 
Selectmen,” says Larsen.

(AARP), here are a dozen selected by 
Car Care Council. 

1. Keep a_ three-second “safety 
cushion” distance between you and the 
car in front of you. To do this, start 
counting, “1001, 1002, 1003” as the car in 
front of you passes a Stationary point 
like a tree, road sign or overpass 
bridge. You should be able to finish 
counting to 1003 before you get that 
same stationary landmark. If not, you 
are following too closely. 

2. Plan your trips and drive your 
plan. Plan your route before you start 
out so you can concentrate your efforts 
on driving rather than navigating. 

3. Do you have anti-lock ‘ brakes 
(ABS)? If so, when braking you should 
maintain steady pressure on the pedal 
to keep the system working. Never 
pump the brakes if you have ABS. Not 
sure about your brakes? Consult the 
owner’s manual, your dealer or 
mechanic. 

4. Improve your ability to see while 
driving. Keep windshield, windows and 
mirrors clean, inside and out. Do not 
add tinting to windshield or windows. 
Also, avoid wearing tinted glasses or 
sunglasses when driving in low light. 

5. Before driving at night, give your 
eyes a few minutes to adjust to the 
darkness. Use this time to fasten your

seat belt and adjust the side and rear 
view mirrors. 

6. Turn on your lights in the rain, 
snow or other poor weather conditions 
regardless of the time of day. In most 
States it is now the law to turn on the 
lights whenever the windshield wipers 
are on. This dramatically helps other 
Cars to see your car. 

7. Have your headlight aim checked 
twice a year. 

8. Always turn your head to look 
backwards before putting your vehicle 
in reverse. Then, whenbacking up, it is 
usually best to steer with one hand, 
while looking out the rear window. 

9. Periodically have your tires 
checked for excessive tread wear. If 
treads are worn, this could affect your 
Safety, especially on wet and puddled 
roadways. 

10. Roads can be more slick at the 
beginning of a rainfall when road dust 
and oil mix with water, so extra 
caution should be taken when it is just 
Starting to rain. 

11. Keep headlights, taillights and 
turn signals clean. A dirty headlight 
can cut output by 70 percent. Out of line 
headlights can lose as much as a third 
of their lighting effectiveness. 

12. Keep windshields and rear 
windows clean inside and out. Replace 
worn windshield wiper blades and 

check periodically for windshield 
scratches and deterioration.

If your engine is getting hard to 
start, knocks or pings on hills, keeps 
running after the ignition is shut off 
(that’s called “dieseling”) or if it runs 
rough, upgrading the gas may help 
temporarily. But that inexpensive fix 
eventually will lead to real world 
engine services, says the Car Care 
Council. Ask your service technician 
what’s causing the symptoms and take 
corrective measures.

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Carmakers don’t want hand 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - For most of 
the automotive age, the gleaming metal 
cars of the future have first taken 
shape in clay models fashioned by 
artists. 

Automakers assumed the modeling 
would eventually be done on 
computers. 

But they have discovered that in 
some ways, the gooey hands-on 
approach is actually better. So, with 
scores of clay artists from _ the 
industry's glory years about to retire, 
auto companies are trying to revive 
interest in the dying art. 

Ford Motor Co. has assigned a 
master modeler to be a mentor at the 
Art Institute of Philadelphia and its 
affiliate schools in Seattle, Pittsburgh, 
Denver and Fort Lauderdale, Fla. The 
artists will visit classrooms to teach 
and spark interest in the craft. 

While clay modeling may seem ill- 
suited to a high-tech industry that 
relies on computers and automation, 


carmakers have discovered that it has 
its advantages. 

“We love what we do. Most of us are 
car nuts,” said Bill Harris, master 
modeler at the Ford design center in 
Dearborn, Mich. “We work with 
designers. We craft models that show 
why an idea won't work, and we help 
solve problems.” 

Clay modelers are not only more 
suited to the creative process than 
computers, they’re faster. 

“If the CEO comes in and says, ‘I 
don't like that hood,’ a modeler can fix 
it in a half-day,” said Harris as he 
reshaped a clay model in a 
Philadelphia classroom. Making a 
similar change would take weeks using 
computer-aided design software, he 
said. 

The industry has also found that in a 
competitive marketplace, virtual 
reality does not work as well as reality 
~ that is, a model you can walk around 
and actually touch. 
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s-on design to become a lost art 


Harris and other modelers craft full- 
scale models of entire car and truck 
exteriors, as well as dashboards and 
other interior parts. 

Sometimes the clay models look 
real. “We've had senior managers 
forget they're looking at a clay model 
and pull a handle off trying to open a 
door.” 


Modelers are paid well, the best 
earning more than $100,000 a year. But 
the work can involve long hours, seven 
or more days at a stretch, and 
deadlines imposed by people who have 
no idea what modelers do. 

“We have our high-stress moments,” 
he said. 

Some of the work is on concept cars 
that Harris said merely “push people's 
thinking.” But most of the time, 
modelers try out and refine ideas for 
specific cars and trucks. Harris is 
working on the model year 2003 Ford F- 
150 pickup. 


New teen drivers learn “Auto Care 101” 


Nearly four million teens are set to 
get their driver’s license this school 
year, causing parents and their excited 
15- to 16-year-olds to gear up for some 
big changes. Unless parents or friends 
educate these new drivers about auto 
maintenance, most will not have the 
knowledge to detect  car-related 
problems as they arise. 


NAPA (National Automotive Parts 
Association) wants to help teenagers 
pass "Auto Care 101" so they will know 
how to maintain their cars, find the 
right repair shop, and keep their 
wheels moving safely. 

“It’s important for parents to teach 
their teen drivers about basic car 
maintenance because it is linked to 
driver safety,” said NAPA President 
Steve Handschuh. “Learning proper 


car maintenance is an important rite of 
passage to becoming a_ responsible 
adult.” 

NAPA urges parents to add the 
following “Auto Care 101 Checklist” to 
their teens’ homework schedule: 

Fluids: Six main types of fluids keep 
a car running, so teens should not only 
know how to identify them but also 
how to check their levels. Parents 
should teach the steps to checking the 
oil, coolant, brake, washer, 
transmission and battery fluids, and 
how to identify leaks. 

Tires and brakes: For safety’s sake, 
the tires should be inflated properly 
and not reveal beyond-normal wear 
and tear. Tires will last longer if 
drivers avoid “peeling out.” The brake 
pedal should be firm when pressed, and 
the brakes should be inspected every 


20,000 miles, or if they begin to screech, 
it may be an indication they need 
replacing. 

Belts and hoses: Belts should be 
checked for proper tightness and wear, 
and shrieking belts may indicate they 
need adjusting or replacing. Hoses 
should be free of cracks and bulges to 
avoid problems. 

Lights, horn and battery: All 
external lights should be functioning at 
the proper brightness, and the horn 
should be checked periodically to make 
sure it works. The battery should have 
the proper charge and its terminals 
should be corrosion free. 

Equipment: Every family car 
should include a jack and spare tire 
which teens know how to use. Jumper 
cables, flares and a flashlight should be 
kept in the trunk and used safely. 


Collection of antique autos includes 150 motorcycles

MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) — No signs 
screaming “Going Out Of Business” 
were plastered out front when Arnold 
Motorcycle closed in 1989. 

Jimmy Arnold liked his stock too 
much for that. He quietly kept his 
motorcycles for himself. And he went to 
a lot of trouble to do it. 

Arnold, now 67, bought the old 
Federal Meat Co. building and filled its 
rooms with new and used motorcycles, 
vintage motorcycles, antique cars and 
parts of every sort. 

There, he has spent 11 years 
restoring the classics, especially old 
Triumph motorcycles. 

Arnold Motorcycle was a 29-year-old 
business and dealership for Triumph, 
the English motorcycle company that 
went out of business for about eight 
years Starting in 1983. 

Arnold moved with his parents from 
Erin, Tenn., to Memphis in 1945. As a 


teen-ager he got a job at a rent-a-bike 
shop at Vance and Hernando. 
Motorcycles have been part of his life 
ever since. 

Arnold has about 150 motorcycles in 
the old meat house. The restored ones 
he values most include 1965, 1967 and 
1968 Triumph racing bikes. 

There's a 1954 Triumph, a 1949 Indian 
Scout, a 1977 Triumph Silver Jubilee, a 
1973 X75 Hurricane, to name a few. 

“I have people come in from all over 
the world wanting to buy stuff and look 
at it, too. ... It takes a lot of talking to 
talk me into selling anything.” 

However, last year Arnold parted 
with a remarkable part of his collection: 
14 Triumphs that had never been sold, 
driven or cranked up. 

The models ranged from about 1973 
to 1983. The lucky buyer is collector 
Dennis Carpenter of Harrisburg, N.C., a 
suburb of Charlotte. 

“A friend of mine told (Carpenter) 
about the bikes I had,” Arnold said. “He 
came down. We struck up a deal.” 


When Carpenter walked _ into 
Arnold's building and saw the never- 
used bikes, his “eyes lit up as big as 
saucers.” 

“That was like finding a needle in a 
haystack. To find a brand-new one 
that's so old, it's almost impossible. It's 
just a rare occasion that somebody 
keeps them that long,” said Carpenter, 
60. 

He owns Carpenter Industries, 
which makes parts for antique Ford 
cars and trucks, Cushman motor 
scooters and 1939-53 Ford tractors. 

Carpenter Jndustries also houses 
Carpenter's personal collection of 
antique vehicles. The collection 
includes up to 20 cars, a few hundred 
scooters and about 100 motorcycles. 

Asked for the museum’s name, 
Carpenter replied, “It doesn’t have a 
name. Never advertised. Never 
charged. It’s just for people to enjoy old 
motorcycles, antique cars and motor 
scooters.” 
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Most new cars and trucks take 40 
months to go from idea to a dealer 
showroom, and the clay modelers are’ 
involved in the first 18 months of the 
process, working in huge, top-secret 
studios. 

“We often work directly with the 
chief executive and top vice 
presidents,” Harris said. 

But they also get reactions from 16- 
year-olds who are brought in to look at 
models of future cars that will be ready 
for purchase when the teens are ready: 
to buy. 

Don LaJeunesse, who designs 
custom-made furniture, is teaching the 
clay-modeling course at the Art 
Institute. He said Ford is donating the 
expertise of its craftsmen and tons of 
clay to help restore interest in “a dying 
art that is enjoying a resurgence.” 

Harris and LaJeunesse said about 60 
firms will soon be hiring clay 
modelers, including car companies and 
the Harley-Davidson Motor Co. 


Jump starting a car 


Position 
the vehicles 
so the 
batteries

Identify the positive (marked POS 
or + ) and negative (marked NEG or - 
) posts on each battery. Attach the 
cable with the red clamps to the 
positive posts of each battery. DO 
NOT let the metal clamps of the the 
red and black cables touch each 
other. On the car with the good 
battery, attach the cable with the 
black clamps to the negative post. 

On the car with the dead battery, 
ground the connection by clamping 
the black cable to the bare metal on 
the car’s frame. DO NOT attach this 
clamp to the negative post of the 
dead battery. Make certain the cable 
isn’t near the fan or fan belt. 

Start the car with the good 
battery, reving the engine a little to 
make sure the battery is charged. 
Next, start the car with the dead 
battery. (If the car still won't start, 
you need a mechanic.) With both 
cars running, disconnect the cables, 
beginning with the black cable that 
is the ground connection, then the 
other black cable in reverse order. 

Drive for at least 20 minutes so the 
alternator can recharge the battery. 
Have the battery and charging 
system checked ASAP.

One of the Triumphs Carpenter 
bought from Arnold was in its original 
shipping crate. Carpenter said he will 
never uncrate it, will never allow any of 
the new Triumphs to be driven and will 
never sell them “as long as I’m alive.” 

That’s one reason why Arnold said 
he sold the bikes to Carpenter, perhaps 
at half what they were worth. Arnold 
knew Carpenter wasn’t interested in 
turning a buck. 


“I really didn’t need (the money). I 
just wanted to put the bikes in a safe 
place,” Arnold said. “I prefer to keep all 
the bikes together if possible.” 

Another big reason for the sale was 
the death of his wife, Nancie, in 1998. 

Over the years, she persuaded 
Arnold to hold onto the motorcycles 
whenever he was tempted to sell. 
“Every time I mentioned about selling 
anything, she said no,” Arnold said. 

“She enjoyed motorcycles. She did 
drag racing in the ’60s. We both enjoyed 


the same thing. After (her death), I got 
to thinking, it’s crazy to keep all that 
stuff.” 

Arnold has been slowed by 
emphysema for 20 years. Because it is 
so difficult for him to breathe, he rides 
a motorcycle only a time or two a year 
now. 

He estimates his shop holds $300,000 
worth of vintage vehicles and parts, but 
money doesn’t motivate him. 

While he doesn’t sell or advertise, 
anyone is welcome to come and have a 
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look around, Arnold said. The place is 
set up to restore bikes, not showcase 
them. Visitors might have to turn 
sideways a time or two going through 
the rooms. 

Arnold never considered creating 
his own public display. “I never 
thought about a museum. Too much 
trouble. You'd have to make things look 
neat and clean,” he said. 

As long as he’s able, Arnold will 
continue the daily drive to the shop 
from his Midtown home. 

“It's part of my life; it’s all I have ever 
been around,” he said. 

He's still thinking about how he will 
eventually dispose of the thousands of 
antique items: from fenders to seats to 
gas tanks to wholly _ restored 
motorcycles. 

“Tl have a lot of stuff when I die,”he 
said. “There's some things I wouldn’t 
sell at all.”

“This 
new brochure is an important step in 
helping persons with disabilities to 
gain greater freedom to get where they 
need to go.” 

More than 35,000 copies of the 13- 
page full-color booklet, known as 
“Adapting Motor Vehicles for People 
with Disabilities,” will be distributed 
free of charge in the booklet's first 
printing. The brochure has also been 
posted on NHTSA's_ web _ site, 
www.nhtsa. dot.gov. 

“This new brochure will help more 
Americans with disabilities navigate 
the often confusing process of acquiring 
and using adapted vehicles safely,” said 
Acting NHTSA Administrator Rosalyn 
G. Millman. 

The booklet, first released at the 
ninth annual conference of the National 
Mobility Equipment Dealers 
Association(NMEDA), provides a step- 
by-step process to help consumers 
evaluate their needs, select the right 
vehicle and choose a qualified dealer to 
modify the vehicle.

In addition, general 
information is included on cost savings, 
licensing requirements and 
organizations to contact for help.

Temperature 
accelerates problems. The acids in 
bugs, bird droppings, tree sap, and 
leaves become more active through 
heat. Metal retains this heat and 
increases the chances of permanent 
stains. 


10. Sun burns. Sunlight exposure, 
with its ultraviolet rays, accelerates 
the aging process and diminishes the 
gloss on your finish. Protective coating 
and sealants are necessary to provide a 
protective barrier while enhancing 
your exterior’s gloss and shine. 

11. Humidity and rain destroys. 
Water can trap dirt to a metal surface, 
allowing the oxidation process to 
occur. It ultimately causes rust and 
corrosion. 


12. Unhealthy salt. Sea and road, 
salt cause a chemical reaction that can 
accelerate the pitting and rusting of 
your car’s surface. The undercarriage 
is especially prone to this damage due 
to many out-of-sight areas where salt 
can lodge. 

13. Clean Wheels. Road grime and 
brake dust cling to wheels and 
hubcaps. If not removed, they can 
actually permeate the metal, causing 
major damage.

With the Massachusetts economy 
still roaring along for all of 1999, it 
would seem logical that home sales 
would have been roaring along as 
well. 

But they weren’t, according to the 
latest statistics from the Massachu- 
setts Association of Realtors, which 
reports a decline of about 3 percent 
from 1998 to 1999 in the sales of sin- 
gle-family homes in\the Northeast 
portion of the state. 

However, the association says the 
decline is not because the real estate 
market is depressed. It is because of 
one of the basic economic laws — 
supply and demand. In other words, 
you can’t buy a house that isn’t for 
sale. 

According to. MAR president Fred 
Meyer, the decline in sales may par- 
tially be due to rising jnterest rates, 
but it is also because of “a steady 
decline in single-family listings.” The 
demand remains high, he says, but 
the supply has not kept pace with it. 

Those statistics are not mirrored 
exactly in Andover, according to 
local realtor J.B. Doherty of J.B. 
Doherty and Associates. But he says 


not increased much in the four previ- 
ous years, when the inventory has 
ranged from 384 to 405. 
- “Last year it was 396 at this time,” 
he says, “and we have about 400 units 
available now.”

Real estate demand outstrips supply 


the inventory of single-family homes 
either remaining level or declining, 
the average price has increased sig- 
nificantly. In the Northeast region of 
the state, that increase was 12,2 per- 
cent. 

In Andover, Doherty says the aver- 
age price jumped from $351,800 to 
$404,200, or nearly 15 percent. He 
says that average can be skewed 


somewhat by the sale of very high- 


end homes selling in the $700,000 to 
$1 million range or even more. But 
there is no doubt that prices are up. 

“There is a very strong demand,” 
Doherty says, “and there is a bit of a 
frenzy as well because of the success 
of the dot-coms (Internet companies). 
People are shopping for homes with 
wheelbarrows of cash.” 

There is an_ especially high 
demand in Andover, Doherty says, 
because the town is viewed as a “des- 
tination” community, with a great 
location close to major highways, 
good schools, strong infrastructure 
and upper-income residents. 

So why, with such high demand, 
aren’t builders and developers work- 
ing overtime to meet it? 

They are, say both local and area 
realtors. But they add that the 
restrictions on development are 
slowing the pace at which new homes 
can come on the market. 

Beverlee Vidoli, of Vidoli and 
Bettinson Inc, Realtors of Burlington 
and vice president of the MAR’s 
Northeast region, says those in the 


real estate community are “trying to 
be sensitive” to the need to balance 
the desire for open space with the 
competing need for housing. 

Doherty says new and increasing 
restrictions on building have a 
“major impact” both on the supply of 
housing and the price of it. “Some- 
times people don’t even realize 
what’s happened to what they can do 
with their own property,” he says. 

“In some cases, I might have sold a 
house and told people they had 
enough room to put an addition on. 
But now, with more restrictions on 
what you can do within a certain dis- 
tance of a wetland, they can’t. That 
may drive people to try to build 
something new.” 

Or, he says, a site that may have 
had enough room for three buildable 
lots will only have room for two. 
Indeed, on this year’s Town Meeting 
warrant is a proposed new restric- 
tion on building on land of a certain 
slope, or even including that sloped 
land in the buildable area of a lot. 

Doherty says he also believes in 
conservation. “This town has done 
an excellent job in planning, so that 
we have our watersheds protected. 
But you can overdo it.” 

Doherty says added restrictions 
will continue to force prices up. But 
he says he is not as concerned about 
it as he was in the 1980s, when price 
increases were “crazy everywhere. 
Now there are just pockets of it.”

Rounbup: Andover gymnasts prove their superiority

It wasn’t even close. 

_ Displaying superior talent and 
depth, the Andover High girls gym- 
nastics team remained undefeated 
this season by rolling to a first-ever 
North Sectional championship at the 
annual meet held at Stoneham High. 

The Lady Warriors, picked as 
potential Sectional and State champs 
before the season started, earned the 
first half of that double by cruising 
past the 12-school North field by 
almost three full points. 

Sophomores Kristen Elsmore and 
Becky Hass were again the catalysts 
to the victory — and they had plenty 
of help from teammates Sheri Bern- 
stein, Renee Fung, Krit Kearins, 
Bahaar Massihzadegan, Katie Cail, 
Jackie Barry and Kaitlin Doyle. 

Andover rolled up 137.60 points in 
a meet known for its tough judging, 
easily beating runner-up and No. 1 
seed Beverly, which finished at 134.65. 

Andover and Beverly will be 
joined by third-place Woburn and 
fourth-place Masconomet Regional of 
Topsfield, along with the top four fin- 
ishers in the South Sectional, at this 
Saturday night’s All-State Meet to be 
hosted by Foxboro High (6 p.m.).

Barnstable High won the South 
title with a 138.775, but Andover head 
coach Julie Chapman believes that 
score was an aberration. 

“I think we're going to win it 
(state title),” said Chapman. “The 
Barnstable score doesn’t worry me 
because they averaged 136 during the 
season. The 138 was a fluke. The truth 
(about their ability) will come out at 
the State Meet.” 

Chapman was also told by several 
knowledgible observers who attend- 
ed both sectional meets that Andover 
is the most skilled of the eight 
remaining teams and the favorite. 

AHS will be chasing its first state 
title in girls gymnastics, although 
several individual athletes were also 
members of last fall’s girls swim and 
dive team and will be seeking a sec 
ond state crown this school year. 

Andover’s best North Sectional 
showings prior to this year were 
back-to-back second place finishes in 
1995 and 1996.

On the hardwood, Tom McLaugh 
lin became the all-time leading bas- 
ketball scorer (male or female) in 
Andover High history when he 
poured in 23 points during a non- 
league win over Jeremiah Burke of 
Boston.
